PART I - TOTAL PERSONS OCCUPIED 


(Including those temporarily idle as a result of industrial disputes) 


It is estimated that the total numbers of occupied 
civilians in sustralia in December, 1946 (including those temporarily idle as 
a result of industrial disputes) were approximatoly 2,418,000 males and 
795,000 females, a total of 3,173,COC persons or 435,000 more than in July, 
1939. About 240,000 of the increase represents the difference in unemployment 
at the two datos and the balance (195,000) roprosonts aporoximately the not 
oxpansion of the civil labour force (i.c. total growth in tho labour forco 
minus the increase in the Dofonce Forecs botwooen the two dates).

SECTION A - TOTAL GIVIL EMPLOYERS 





Civilians employod as wage and salary carners in July, 1939 
numbored 2,060j700 (Males 1,495,100, Fomnlos 565,600). Thoro was an incredse 
to 2,205,900 (Melos 1,551,400, Females 654,500) in July, 1941, but tho large 
expansion of the Forces reducod civil omployces to 25104,300, (Males 1,394,100, 
Females 710,200) in Juno, 1943. In tho next two war yoars thore was an inoreaso 
in the malos and a decroaso in the fomales, tho total incrossing to 25,114,500 
(Malos 1,424,400, Fomalos, 690,100) at ist June, 1945. By 30th June, 1946, 
total wago and salery earners in omployment had incroasod to sbout 2,344,000 
(Walos 1,680,000, Fomalos 664,000). In addition thcre wore 17,100 malos and 
1,900 fomalos doing full-time reconstruction training courses. It is ostimated 
that in Decombor, 1946 wago and salary carnors in omploymont (including those 
temporarily idle as a rcsult of industrial disputes) numbcrod 1,785,000 males, 
675,000 fomalos and 2,460,000 persons.

Employment in Decombor, 1946 was affoctod by industrial disputes 
and by scasonal movomonts. During tho month, tho cstimeted numbor of wago and 
salary oarners in employmont (cxcluding rural industry and fomalos in privato 
domestic service) incrcased by 1,800 (malos 1,600, females 200). Private 
employmont decreased by 4,700 while Govornment omploymont increased by 6,500. 
State and Local Goveornmont employment increased by 2,300, Commonwoalth Govornment 
employment by 3,900 and Other Government omployment by .300.
